16,000 Allied Planes 
Unleash 8,000 Tons 
_ Of Bombs on Europe

LONDON, May 25.—(#)—More than 6,000 Allied planes attacked 
German airdromes and transportation centers on the continent with 
over 6,000 tons of bombs today in a crushing two-way assault during 
which American Fortresses and Liberators, storming the west wall, 
ran into an unprecedented concentration of exploding rockets thrown 
up by suddenly increased ground defenses.

At least 21 rail centers and 15 
air fields upon which Germany 
has been leaning heavily for de- 
fense of fortress Europe were 
pounded in this seventh day of 
furious preinvasion air onslaught, 
a day in which the attack ranged 
from Toulon, in southern France, 
to the German capital itself. 

From 75 to 1,000 American 
heaviest based in Britain slammed 
explosives on four airfields, nine 
freight yards and other military 
targets in northeastern France and 
Belgium. Another American day- 
light fleet from Italy attacked the 
Mediterranean port of Toulon and 
the rail center of Lyons, 200 miles 
farther north, the funnel to the 
southeasterr.

AIR LOSSES COMPARED 


A U. S. strategic air forces com- 
munique reported that nine enemy 
aircraft were destroyed in the 
sweep against the westwall, 
against a loss of four American 
bombers and 12 fighters.

Allied aircraft droned monoto- 
nously over the channel from 7:30 
a. m, until late in the afternoon, 
and one correspondent reported 
that “nothing like it had been seen 
or heard before” in the Dover 
strait area. 

The tremendous artillery bar- 
rage sent up in a futile attempt 
to block the invading Americans 
sent curious rocket puffs bursting 
all around the bombers. One re- 
turning flyer reported it as a sort 
of corkscrew effect, “leaving a 
train of white smoke,” and explod- 
ing into a “long yellow streak cov- 
ering the «whole height of the 
formation.”

The bearded writer’s wife, Mar- 
tha Gellhorn, also of Collier’s 
staff, was expected to arrive in 
Britain shortly from the Mediter- 
ranean theater.

A Tass dispatch from Moscow 
said it was rumored in Berlin that 
Heinrich Himmler, German Ges- 
tapo chief, had left suddenly for 
France. Virtually the entire Nazi 
hierarchy with the exception of 
Hitler himself have been report- 
ed in France during the last 
month, checking the defense sys- 
tem and tightening control over 
the restive population. 

One explanation of Himmler’s 
reported eleventh-hour trip was 
that it was ar. attempt to counter- 
act the purposeful broadcasts of 
General Eisenhower’s invasion in- 
structions to the European under- 
ground, 

Meanwhile, other German prop- 
aganda sought to ease the shocks 
of continued Nazi retreats in Italy 
by proclaiming the imminence of 
invasion from the west, against 
which all available Nazi forces 
were being braced. 

Hitler’s own newspaper, 
Volkischer Boebachter, said: 

“The battle is very hard and it 
is a prelude to the severe large- 
scale battles which are impend- 
ing this summer.” 

In boasts of the magnitude of 
invasion defenses, German dis- 
patches printed in Stockholm 
newspapers told of the flooding 
of vast areas in the Pas-de-Calais 
department of France, closest to 
England, to lengthen the system of 
water defenses from Belgium and 
Holland.

Women Urge 
Primary Bars 


Restoration of a constitutional 
provision prescribing qualifica- 
tions for participants in prima- 
ries as a means of keeping them 
clean has been asked by the At- 


lanta League of Women Voters in 
a letter to members of the state 
constitution. revision commission. 

The provision requiring voters 
in primaries to be qualified elec- 
tors was stricken by the revision 
commission during its first ses- 
sion because it was feared that it 
would bring the Democratic pri- 
maries in Georgia within the 
scope of the U. S. Supreme court 
decision opening Texas primaries 
to Negroes. 

“Let us make it clear that the 
league has taken no stand on the 
question of Negroes voting in a 
primary;” the letter, signed by 
Mrs. Marjorie Liebman, as presi- 
dent, and made public yesterday, 
said, “We are sure, however, 
that more instead of less regula- 
tion of primaries is needed if we 
are to protect white voters in our 
local primaries.” 

The letter asserted that if state 
regulation is withdrawn from pri- 
maries it would be quite possible 
that “strange and confusing reg- 
istration lists would be used in- 
stead of official ones. We might 
be forced to have annual instead 
of permanent registration, and 
even registration at party head- 
quarters. 

“The League of Women Voters,” 
the letter said, “knowing that 
Democratic executive committees 
are in full charge of primaries 
and that primaries are our real 
elections, have tried for years to 
secure regvlation of these com- 
mittees by state law. We have 
made some headway but believe 
still further regulation is needed.” 
_ Revision of Georgia's constitu- 
tion was authorized by the 1943 
general assembly which set up a 
commission to redraft the consti- 
tution and submit its proposals to 
the 1945 general assembly. The 
commission met for a week dur- 
ing April and recessed subject to 
the call from the chairman, prob- 
ably sometime in June. 


Workers Back 
At Power Plant

J. Wesley McAfee, president of 
Union Electric Company of Mis- 
souri, announced last night that 
Striking employes of the utility 
were returning to work and nor- 
mal operations should be resumed 
at once, ending a power shortage 
affecting war plants in the St. 
Louis area. 

At Detroit the regional War La- 
bor Board acted in hopes of end- 
ing two Michigan strikes, while 
participants in a third walkout 
challenged authority of the na- 
tional WLB to forbid negotiations 
between company and union while 
a strike was in progress. 

Calling on officials of the AFL 
teamsters’ union to order back to 
work 1,000 drivers for 46 Detroit 
bakeries, whose walkout yester- 
day morning halted delivery of 
bread and other baked goods to 
restaurants, hotels and _ retail 
stores, the regional board warned 
them it would not act on a pend- 
ing wage adjustment until the 
strike was ended. 

Challenge to the authority of 
the national WLB came from 
Chester Adamczyk, president of 
Local 176, United Gas, Coke and 
Chemical workers of America 
(CIO), representing 1,900 em- 
ployes on strike at two plants of 
Parke, Davis & Co. The strike 
has affected production of peni- 
cillin and other medical supplies. 

William H. Davis, national B 
chairman, telegraphed union lead- 
ers that nothing in the act reliev- 
ed them of their no-strike pledge 
and directed them and the com- 
pany to refrain from negotiations 
until the strikers returned to work. 

The St. Louis power strike was 
called off by members of the AFL 
International Union of Co-operat- 
ing Engineers after reduction of 
electric current had forced the 
complete shutdown of the St. Louis 
Ordnance plant and the Shell Oil 
Company’s refinery at Wood River, 
Illinois. 

William B. Stuhr, international 
representative of the Operating 
Engineers’ Union, said the men 
went back to work on “War De- 
pertment orders” after he received 
a telegram from Washington. They 
were ordered back to their jobs on 
a status quo basis, pending a hear- 
ing of the dispute by a War Labor 
Board panel. 

Lumber manufacturers. of Spo- 
kane, Wash., invited the govern- 
ment to take over their plants and 
end a walkout by workmen which 
has halted the manufacture of 
ammunition boxes for the armed 
services. -

Eden Five-Point Plan 
Makes ‘Big 4’ Leaders 


LONDON, May 25.—(#)—~A five-point blueprint for a postwar 
world organization, built around the big four—the United States, 
Russia, the British commonwealth and China—and pooling military 
power in a police force to keep the peace, was presented to commons 
today by Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden.

in the heat of climactic battles. He 
disclaimed—as Prime Minister 
Churchill did yesterday—any in- 
tention to “impose on others in 
detail our ideas,” but offered 
these as Britgein’s principles: 

First—The world organization 
must be designed to prevent a re- 
currence of aggression by Ger- 
many and Japan and must be 
fully equipped with force’ to meet 
this purpose, 

Second—To insure this, there 
must be close political and mill- 
tary collaboration between the 
United States, the Soviet Union, 
the British commonwealth and 
China. 

Third—Responsibility in any 
future world organization must be 
related to power. Consequently 
the world organization should be 
constructed on and around the 
four great powers mentioned, but 
all other peace-loving states 
should come and play their part 
in the struggle. 

Fourth—The world organization 
should be flexible and not rigid; 
that is, it should grow by practice

T. Grady Head, state attorney 
general, will confer with Council- 


man James E. Jackson, represent- 
ing city council’s health and sani- 
tation committee, before rendering 
an opinion as to whether the city’s 
salary schedule may be followed 
in paying city health department 
workers with state health funds. 

State and city health depart- 
ments Wednesday asked Head to 
study the matter and to give a de- 
cision after it developed that adop- 
tion of the newly created state pay 
schedules would cost the city 
more than $250,000 a year if the 
raises were made to other munici- 
pal employes in the same classifi- 
cations. 

Jackson and city leaders con- 
tend that application of the state 
schedule exclusively to health de- 
partment employes would break 
down city pay schedules in that 
health employes would draw more 
money than other city workers in 
the same classifcations. 

They contend that the state con- 
tributed only about $65,000 annu- 
ally for city health operations and 
that a large percentage of this al- 
location is from federal funds. 

City leaders were said to be con- 
sidering proposals to forego the 
state allotment and provide the 
necessary $65,000 which would be 
lost if state funds were withdrawn 
or to request that the state take 
over operation of the services to 
which they now contribute. These 
contingencies would not be consid- 
ered if a working agreement could 
be made and city salary schedules 
maintained on the present basis.

On the Republican 
side, Governor Bricker of Ohio, 
active campaigner for the presi- 
dential nomination, told a Mem- 
phis press conference that his 
fight “is coming all right.” He 
declined to evaluate his chances 
as compared with those of Gov- 
ernor Dewey, saying: 

“IT have no thoughts about 
that. I am going to continue my 
campaign as I have been.” 

Senator Ball, Republican, Min- 
nesota, informed New York re- 
porters that while he plans to 
place Lieutenant Commander Har- 
old E. Stassen’s name in nomina- 
tion, it “looks to me like we’ve got 
a kind of tough job on our hands.”

STASSEN’S CHANCES 

Ball said Stassen might have 
around 55 votes by convention 
time a month away.

The vast majority of Americans will agree with Senator Alben 
Barkley who told delegates to Kentucky's Cost of Living Confer- 
ence that “While there have been some injustices, on the whole 
the price control and stabilization program has done a good job.”

Poll Tax 

Editor, Constitution: The pro- 
posal recently presented to the 
congress to amend the Constitu- 
tion by prohibiting the denial of 
the right of suffrage for failure 


to pay a tax is following prece- 
dents heretofore passed, and can- 
not be construed as an invasion 
of state rights. The Seventeenth 
Amendment, effective May 31, 
1913, regulated the manner in 
which states could elect their sen- 
ators. The Nineteenth Amend- 
ment, effective in August, 1920, 
prohibited states from denying or 
abridging the right to vote based 
on sex. Here are two constitu- 
tional amendments already adopt- 
ed, dealing with the question of 
the elective franchise, and it is 
not improbable that the recently 
proposed amendment dealing with 
the poll tax question will be adopt- 
ed. Already, practically six- 
sevenths of the states prohibit the 
requirement that poll taxes must 
be paid before the voter can exer- 
cise his franchise as a_ citizen. 
There is a presumption at least 
that six out of seven are as likely 
to be right as one out of seven. 

No group of citizens or of states 
should exclude any group of citi- 
zens from the right to vote be- 
cause of a failure to pay money 
as a prerequisite for the exercise 
of that right. Justice is on the side 
of those who wish Georgia to 
amend her constitution, which 
now requires the payment of 
money as a condition for the exer- 
cise of the franchise. Justice to 
the disfranchised requires that 
Georgia do for the poll taxpayer 
what it did for the large taxpayers 
in 1898. 

Good policy and justice: join in 
making it advisable for Georgia 
to transfer herself from the mi- 
nority of one out of seven, to the 
majority. Georgia has already 
taken a forward step in extending 
the franchise to voters between 
18 and 21. Georgia has men whose 
qualifications and accomplish- 
ments make them national char- 
acters. Any Georgian considered 
for an office where the people of 
the nation vote would be handi- 
capped by living in a poll tax 
state. 

For many years the Republicans 
and Democrats alike have made 
the poll tax issue a political issue 
in the congress. Neither party 
has desired to dispose of the issue 
by voting on it, but just before 
a national election, each party 
seeks to obtain votes, the one by 
proposing a federal statute, the 
other by filibustering in favor of 
what they call state rights.

It is hoped that so far 
as Georgia is concerned, she will, 
by constitutional amendment, 
place herself where she is no 
longer interested in this political 
shadow-boxing in Washington.

Invaders Will Carry 


Their Own Rations 


When the Allied armies land on western 
Europe, each man will carry enough rations for 
4 ui his own use for several days. As well as a small 

water sterilizing outfit to protect him against 
drinking contaminated water. 

These individual ration kits are in addition to larger packs 
which are furnished each unit and are expected to feed the troops 
for the first two days or so, before field kitchens can be set up 
on the beachheads won. te 

Individual ration kits are supposed to supply a man with enough 
sustenance for 24 hours. Each man carries two of these. In addi- 
tion there is another, emergency ration, of meat extract and vita- 
minized chocolate. 

The 24-hour kits are in waterproof boxes. They include two 
blocks of sweetened oatmeal, needing only the addition of water 
to become generous helpings of the cereal dish. Then there are 10 
biscuits, a block of meat, a packet of salt, eight tea-sugar-milk 
blocks, two slabs of raisin-chocolate, one of vitaminized chocolate, 
half an ounce of meat, two packages of chewing gum and four 
tablets of sugar. - 

And each man also carries a small, folding, pocket-sized cooker, 
with a week’s supply of fuel tablets, to do his cooking if he gets a 
chance to cook, 

There are, too, special unit packs of rations packed to be dropped 
to isolated groups by parachute, from planes, if necessary. And 
special rations for casualties, containing special “invalid” diet. 

There are a lot of things to be supplied when the vast invasion 
And men must eat, if they are to fight 
and to survive. 

Incidentally, included in many of the unit rations is a British 
invention which our own armies have quickly adopted. This is a 
self-heating soup can. A fuse is built down the middle of each can. 
Just light that fuse and hot soup is ready within four minuteés. 
Quite a handy trick. 


ONLY SIXTY DAYS She was a little woman, a widow. She 

appeared before a local draft board 
wearing three silver stars. er husband had been a farmer but 
when he died they sold their mules and other livestock because 
the younger children were too small to run the farm. And her three 
older boys had already gone into the Army. 

Her oldest son at home is now 18 and she said he wasn’t very 
strong, but nonetheless the draft board had called him and he had 
been accepted. 

That 18-year-old, she said, is the only one of the family who 
can help her. 

She didn’t ask for permanent exemption for the boy. But she 
explained that she had to find some place where she and the 
younger children could live until her older sons come home, after 
the war is done. And she needed the 18-year-old to find such a 
place and get her and the young’uns moved in, so she can live 
and provide for them out of her income—which is almost entirely 
the allotments made to her by her soldier sons. 

She said she had, including the three in the Army and the one 
about to go, 11 children. 

She asked for a 60-day deferment for the lad. Needless to say 
she got it and, later, one of the members of the draft board told 
the story—without names—and remarked, “It made me wonder 
what kind of folks some of the others are who, in many cases with- 
out dependents, offer all sorts of excusés in their efforts to avoid 


service.” . 


FOUR OUT OF FIVE He has a farm in Fulton county. He has 


five sons. Four of them are in the 
uniform today. One has been in the Army 10 years and has his 
commission. The other three have been drafted. 
One is in England. Another in Michigan, one in Pennsylvania 
and the fourth in Mississippi. 

_ “They sure are getting a lot of free travel,” he chuckled, speak- 
ing of them. “Learning to know their country and the world. I 
reckon it’s good for them.” , 

He is 66 years of age.

Fay Trial 


NEW YORK—An interesting de- 
velopment has occurred in the 
case of Joe Fay, the hoodlum vice 
president of the Operating Engi- 
neers’ Union, who has been under 
indictment for a year in New York 
county on charges of extorting 
$405,000 from contractors in the 
Delaware aqueduct construction 
job, the most colossal shakedown 
of labor and the public treasury 
in the smelly history of public 
works. 

In the ordinary course of events, 
Fay would have been tried in the 
court of general sessions, which 
has ample jurisdiction and Aries 
cases of first degree murder in- 
volving the penalty of death. 


order from Justice Denis O’Leary 
Cohalan, of the supreme court, 
transferring the trial to that tri- 
bunal. The supreme court also has 
jurisdicition in criminal cases, but 
in New York county, in practice 
almost exclusively a civil court. 

Fay obviously thought that he 
would have an advantage in the 
supreme court, otherwise he would 
not have applied for the transfer. 
die reckoned on the possible rusti- 
ness and unfamiliarity of supreme 
court judges in handling crimi- 
nal cases, and a great possibility 
of error, reversal and ultimate 
dismissal. Fay, being a powerful 
politician of the Prank Hague ma- 
chine in New Jersey and well con- 
nected in Washington, may have 
hoped that politics would work 
to his advantage. 


No Real Reason 

At any rate, although the law 
gives Justice Céhalan authority to 
transfer the case “for good cause 
shown,” the papers on file reveal 
no substantial reason. 

Among the “good causes” ad- 
vanced by Fay~was the fact that 
his value to the union depends on 
his “reputation for honesty and 
integrity.” 

Aside from the fact that he has 
no such reputation but is a no- 
torious thug arid associate of gang- 
sters, and once was kicked out of 
his own union for acting as con- 
tractor and employer in the heavy 
construction field, this still would 
be no “good cause.” 

Fay said further that conviction 
would destroy his “usefulness to 
organized labor” and that the 
charges, therefore, are important 
both to him and to his union. 
This is a loaded statement, for Fay 
has never been useful to labor 
but a parasite on labor. That the 
charges are important to Fay and 
the union may be instantly admit- 
ted, but not in the sense suggested. 
Conviction would discredit Fay 
and might remove him, although 
many convicted crooks and traitors 
to labor have continued to hold 
union office and draw pay and 
graft. But it might start a reform 
and liberate the workers from the 
dictatorship of greedy racketeers 
who have exploited them for years. 

Still no “good cause” has been 
offered except as the justice has 
legal authority to determine in his 
own mind that anything constitutes 
“good cause.” 


As to Jurors: 

Fay said that every effort must 
be made to prevent prejudice 
against him, but offered no argu- 
ment that prejudice would exist 
in general sessions. And to his 
statement that it would be neces- 
sary to examine the jurors care- 
fully as to their views toward him 
and organized labor, Frank S. 
Hogan, the district attorney, ar- 
gued in reply that the system of 
selecting and examining jurors 
would be the same in general sés- 
sions and that they ;would be 
drawn from exactly the same 
sources. 

Justice Cohalan said in his order 
that because some newspapér com- 
ments had ro ly condemned 
Fay, his organization, his associ- 
ates and their practices, “in that 
sense, labor itself will be on 
trial.” The fact is that if Fay 
were convicted he, not labor, 
would be condemned and labor 
would be a winner. And his state- 
ment that the repercussions of the 
trial may affect both labor and 
capital in New York and New Jer- 
sey is pointless, because these re- 
lations will be no less. affected 
in the same way by a trial in the 
supreme court. 

This is an extremely imfortant 
prosecution in which labor and 
the public generally have a tre- 
mendous stake. Politicians are in- 
volved, including some Republi- 
cans of Westchester county who 
received money from some ‘of 
Fay’s associates in the aqueduct 
job. It will bear close attention.

Late spring has been offering 
the’ first warm days, heralds of 
another summertime when the 
sun will bear down with what 
mistakenly is called “merciless 
heat.”

Dear Harold: 

I have been trying to write you 
ever since you and the children 
were over here, but this is my first 
chance. I manage to write Louise 
once a week usually on Saturday 
afternoon, after everybody has 
gone home. I never could write 
with people coming and going. It 
frustrates me and what I say 
don't make sense. 


We sure hate that it is necessary 
for you to have to get in the war, 
but every father and mother is 
that way, and all we can say is 
that we are proud of you and con- 
gratulate you and know that you 
will do your duty without any 
great long letter of admonition 
and advice from us. We appreciate 
the fact that we have not had to 
wear ourselves out dictating and 
advising and bossing you and 
Louise about what to do, or what 
not to do. Well, all my family is 
in the war now except me and Ma 
and if you and-your Marine sister 
will keep the war going away from 
home, me and Ma will, as usual,: 
keep it going here at home. 

Our set of Martins have not, 
up to this time, been burdened 
with war records. Not that they 
were slackers nor draft evaders,; 
but it just happens that every time 
a war came along they were 
either too young or too old. There 
is nothing to be ashamed of there, 
es old men with long white 
whiskers and 14-year-old boys 
with knee pants on, are not needed 
in the war. Your kinfolks, on the 
Ash side of the house, made good 
soldiers, and several of them were 
killed in the Civil war. On the 
Key side your Great Grandfather 
P. C. Key was killed at the Battle 
of Griswoldsville, and your moth- 
er's Uncle Tom Harber was in 
that battle. The Stovall family on 
your mother’s side furnished some 
excellent soldiers and several of 
them were killed in the Civil war. 
I am just writing this to let you 
know that your war record is 
pretty good after all. 

ABOUT GRANDPA KEY 


Now I want to tell you some 
more about your Great Grandpa 
P. C. Key who was killed at Gris- 
woldsville. I understand that this 
battle was fought after the sur- 
render. There were no communi- 
cation lines at that time and they 
did not know that the war was 
over. My Grandmother Key told 
it to me many a time. She said 
when she was notified of his 
death that she begun at once to 
make preparations to bring his 
body home and bury it at Hebron 
church. First she got a man named 
Gus Boswell to make a nice cof- 
fin. Then having several small 
children and not much in the 
house to eat, she sent her son

A B-26 BASE IN ENGLAND, 
May 26.—(By Wireless)—Ser- 
geant Walter Hassinger is from 
Hutchinson, Kan. He is 29, and in 
a way the most remarkable man 
at this station. 

In the first place, he is a radio 
gunner who has more missions 
under his belt than any other crew 
member here. And in the second 
place they say he has contributed 
more to satisfied living and gen- 
eral morale than anybody else. 

What Hassinger did was this— 
he spent $400 of his own money 
creating a little private radio sta- 
tion and hooking it by loudspeak- 
ers into barracks all over the 
place, until finally his station was 
heard by 1,700 men. 

Over this station he rebroad- 
casts news bulletins, repeats or- 
ders and instructions that come 
from headquarters, plays phono- 
graph records, and carries on a 
spasmodic monologue razzing the 
officers and just gabbing about 
everything from the abominable 
weather to the latest guy who has 
wrecked a jeep. 

ANOTHER KANSAN’ 

Still another Kansan. This oné 
is Lieutenant Frank Willms, of 
Coffeyville. That’s the home town 
of Walter Johnson, the famous 
pitcher. Lieutenant Willms says 
he has never met Walter but 
knows the rest of the Johnson 
family. 

Lieutenant Willms isn’t In the 
group I’ve been visiting, al- 
though he is a B-26 pilot. The 
reason I’m mentioning him is his 
hair.

_ Lieutenant Gray is a firm be- 
liever in the flak vest. In case 
you don’t know, a flak vest is a 
sort of mail, made up of little 
squares of steel plating. It hangs 
from your shoulders and covers 
your chest and back. 

SAVED BY FLAK VEST 

One day a hunk of hot metal 
about the size of a walnut struck 
him right in the chest. He says it 


'felt as if some giant had hit him 


with his fist. It bent the stee] 
but didn’t go through. Without it 
he would have been a dead duck. 

Sergeant Hanson, who flies with 
him, has taken the bent plate out 
and is keeping it as a souvenir. 
Lieutenant Gray keeps the hunk 
of shrapnel itself, with a little 
tag on it. 

The lieutenant is anxious to get 
home. Not so much because he is 
homesick but because, as he says, 
“I'd just like to fly in.a little 
Texas weather for a change.” 

The weather over here is the 
fliers’ biggest complaint. As you 
have heard, it’s dark and cloudy 
and rainy most of the time. And 
the weather changes like lightning. 
They say that sometimes you can 
start to take off and the other 
end of the runway will close in 
before you get there. How these 
mighty air fleets ever operate at 
all is a modern miracle. 

WORSE THAN PAPER 

In this area I ran into an old 
friend of mine. He’s Texas, too— 
Major Roy Rousell, who used to 
be managing editor of the Hous- 
ton Press. He is about my age, and 
like me he is starting to feel de- 
crepit. He’s in the planning section 
of the bomber command, and he 
says it's worse than running a 
newspaper. The pressure of detail 
and the responsibility of mapping 
these complex missions for the 
whole command sometimes gets 
him mentally swamped. At such 
times he just gets up and walks 
out for half a day. Sometimes he 
goes flying, sometimes he plays 
golf. 

“I played golf yesterday,” he 
said, “and I’m sure I’m the only 
man in England who ever suc- 
ceeded in playing 18 holes without 
even once, not one single time, be- 
ing on the fairway.”

When voters throughout the 
Empire State were asked by the 
Institute how they would vote if 
a presidential election were held 
today with their governor head. 
ing the Republican ticket and 
Roosevelt, also a New Yorker and. 
former governor, heading the 
Democratic ticket, the line-up fol-| 
lows: 


Dewey 52% 
Roosevelt 48 
President Roosevelt carried New 
York in the 1940 presidential elec- 
tion by a comparatively small 
margin—52 per cent of the major 


party vote. Four years 
that, in 1936, he won the state 
with 60 per cent. 

New York is of course generally 
considered the key state in any 


W YORK 


presidential election because it has 
the largest number of electoral 
votes—47. Since 1876 only one 
candidate has ever succeeded in 
winning the presidency without 
carrying New York. He was 
Woodrow Wilson. 

Wilson lost the state to Charles 
FE. Hughes in 1916, but was elec- 
ted, although by a small margin, 
in the electoral college. 

It should be emphasized that to- 
day’s figures on Dewey and Roose- 
velt reflect the siuation only 


before | 


as of today and do not constitute 
|a prediction of what will happen 
next November if these two men 
are the contenders. Between now 
and November the Institute will 
be polling New York state at al- 
most weekly intervals. These sur- 
'veys will reflect changes in senti- 
ment brought about by the Re- 
publican and Democratic nomina- 
tions, by events on the home front, 
and in Europe and in the Pacific, 
and by the political strategy of 
the two parties. 


Italian ‘Terms’ 


May Be Fased 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(#)— 
Prime Minister Churchill’s state- 
ment that he found it “difficult to 
nourish animosity against the Ital- 
ian people” suggested today that 
a revision of armistice terms with 
Italy is unde: consideration. 


It was learned here that one of. 
the main problems concerning 
Italy is the status of 50,000 Italian 
war prisoners in the United States 
and other thousands held by the 
British. 

Many of them are already work- 
ing for the Allied cause, but on 
strictly behind-the-lines jobs and 
both they* and the Italian govern- 
ment would like to see them back 
on front-line duty. 

The Italian government has 
been casting about for some new 
move to acquire additional pres- 
tige in Italy and _ diplomatic 
sources here thought it might 
take the form of an armistice re- 
vision. 

Some of the terms have already 
became obsolete, such as turning 
over the Italian fleet to the Allies, 
while others have begun to prove 
cumbersome, diplomats said. 

The Italian government would 
like to become a full ally as well 
as to secure the return of war 
prisoners to Italy as front-line sol- 
diers.

There was a period of some 
centuries when Moslems and 
Christian knights at Jerusalem 
were sad examples of the weak- 
ness and faults of human nature. 
One was no better than the other. 

When the Moslems were in 
power, they persecuted and rob- 
bed the Christians. When the 
Christians gained control, they 
robbed and persecuted the Mos- 
lems. 

Either side, being on _ top, 
might have made peace by say- 
ing: “Now let us compromise and 
be just to one another and merci- 
ful.” But only the defeated believe 
in mercy. And when justice was 
denied, they gathered another 
force of warriors for another 
series of bloody and merciless 
battles. 

When the proud were humbled 
and forced to ask for peace, they 
always believed themselves wrong- 
ed. They might have said: “Why 
did you attack us again when we 
desired only to live in peace?” 

But there unbearable arrogance 
and cruelty and rapacity had in- 
vited destruction. Since nothing 
but force would impress them, 
their opponents had to use force. 

Search history and you will 
find, nine times in 10, that people 
asked for what they received. 
Their own behavior madé it al- 
most inevitable. 

That is still true today, and you 
may see tragic proof of it in every 
part of this suffering world. Weak- 
ness invites attack; arrogance in- 
vites force. 

Some days ago General Mar- 
shall and Admiral King pleaded 
with great industrialists to support 
a new plan that would provide 
young mén for our armed forces. 

They said in effect: “Our Army 


is too old. Because congress would 
not lower the draft age, we had 
to take older men. They cannot 
bend and snap back as youth 


does; they break Under strain. 
Their nerves crack; their muscles 
cramp; they are exhausted when 
needed most. The great struggle is 
just now beginning. We shall need 
many young men to replace the 
fallen. We must have the young 
men now working in your fac. 
tories.” 

They were not lying. They had 
no axe to grind. Their only con- 
cern is to save América. 


But the business men were not 
impressed. They issued statements 
that seemed to say: “Stuff and 
nonsense! What do we care for 
your war? These young men make 
the best workers, and we intend 
to keep them. Losing them might 
cut our profits.” 

That leaves the government 
only one choice: to gamble with 
older men and risk stalmate on 
Europe’s beaches, or strip industry 
of its young men by executive 
order. Whatever happens, it will 
be the result that was invited.

Anger and love, however, are 
extroverting emotions wherein 
we focus beyond our epidermic 
and want to do something to the 
outside person or object.“ 
INTROVERTIVE EMOTIONS 

Boys and girls share fear, grief, 
and love in much the same degree 
until adolescence. 

Then the male continues to ex- 
perience fear and love but not be 
so likely to feel grief. In its place 
rage now grows prominent. 

The female, however, still ex- 
periences fear, grief and love, but 
does not develop the male’s cor- 
responding increase in propensity 
for rage. This seems to be an 
essential sex difference. 

In fear, the emphasis is upon 
self and the likelihood of pain or 
injury to one’s own epidermis. 

In rage, however, the focus is 
upon the opponent and the de- 
sire is present to do harm to his 
epidermis. 

A woman, therefore, is nearer 
a child in her emotional reper- 
toire. Even though she be an in- 
telligent, college trained physician 
or lawyer, she may suddenly 
break into tears over an affront 
or bit of malicious gossip that a 
man would ignore or else be- 
come enraged at hearing. 


WOMEN—CHILDREN 


In saying that women are more 
child-like in their emotions, I am 
obviously not attaching any stig- 
ma to such a classification. 

Perhaps a youngster’s emotion- 
al outlook is more perfect, for 
chfidren will quickly .forgive 
and forget. They don’t cherish 
grudges. After a fist fight with 
a playmate, they will be teamed 
up in happy co-operation within 
five minutes. Women likewise 
seem more forgiving as a gen- 
eral rule.

This conference faced the fact that it is the home as a whole, 
with all of its ramifications, that must be discussed if we really 
face the problems of childhood and youth. Just as our country will 
be affected by what happens to other countries in the world, so 
will our homes be affected by what happens to other homes through- 


out the world. The outlook and 


actions of the parents of today will 


have an effect on what the children do as they grow up and take 
over the responsibility of facing the world situations af tomorrow. 

I was glad to have an opportunity to be at this meeting and to 
talk with some of the very fine people who probably come closer 
to the communities of this country than any other organized group.

Position: The sprinter’s, at the 
starting line—on the floor, hands 
out in front with arms: straight, 
one foot forward with knee bent 
other leg straight out in back. 

Movement: Reverse the position 
of your legs. Keep it up six times 
and that will be plenty.

For Sunday dinner let’s have 
lamb—if you can find it. Some 
packing houses report they have 
a fair supply of lamb for retail- 


ing this weekend, others say they 
haven’t much. Truly the supply of 
meats, with the exception of pork 
chops, ham and bacon, seems 
pretty short, certainly in markets 
where I shop. The explanation 
seems to be that with points off 
more meat is being consumed, and 
with beef still on the ration list 
there is heavier demand for the 
point-free meats than can be sup- 
plied. However, this is the season 
for lamb, and if your market of- 
fers legs, chops, breast or shoul- 
ders, the family will welcome this 
springtime treat in whatever cut 
you can find. . 
Roast leg of lamb is the choic- 
est cut of course. Usually we think 
of leg of lamb for the most spe- 
cial occasions. 
TO ROAST LEG OF LAMB 
Wipe leg with damp cloth, cut 
several small gashes and in each 
gash insert a small slice of garlic. 
Or merely rub the leg with a cut 
clove of garlic. Place, skin side 
down, on a rack in an open roast- 
ing pan. Do not cover and do not 
add water to the pan. Set oven at 
300 degrees and allow 30 to 35 
minutes a pound for cooking. Salt 
roast after it is thoroughly heat- 
ed. Your roast will be most fla- 
vorful and juicy cooked in this 
way. Serve with it fresh mint 
sauce, mint jelly, or currant jelly.

Have market man  »prepare 
cushion shoulder leaving one side 
open for stuffing.

Fill roast with 
stuffing, and sew or skewer open- 
ing. Place roast, skin side up on a 
rack in an open roasting pan. Do 
not add water. Roast in 300-de- 
gree oven allowing ‘about 40 mine 
utes a pound. 


CURRIED LAMB SHOULDER 
EN CASSEROLE 


2 pounds lamb shoulder. 

Flour. 

Salt and pepper. 

1 teaspoon curry powder. 

2 tablespoons butter or marga- 

rine, 

2 tablespoons chopped onion. 

2 1-2 cups canned or stewed 

tomatoes, 

Cut meat in 3-inch pieces. Wipe 
with damp cloth and roll in sea- 
soned flour, Melt butter in heavy 
frying pan, add meat and brown 
on all sides. Then place meat in 
a large casserole. Saute onions in 
fat in frying pan, add tomatoes 
and curry powder, smoothed in 
a little of the tomato juice. Bring 
to a boil, then pour over the meat 
in the casserole. Cover and bake 
in moderate oven, 375 degrees, 
about 1 1-2 hours. Serve in the 
center of a rice ring or with but- 
tered noodles. 


ROLLED LAMB SHOULDER 
WITH CURRANT GLAZE 

A rolled lamb shoulder makes 
a good, easy to carve roast. Have 
shoulder boned and rolled at the 
market. Season with salt and pep- 
per and place on a rack in an 
open roasting pan. Place in 300- 
degree oven and allow 40 to 45 
minutes a pound for roasting. A 
few minutes before cooking time 
is up, spread the roast with cur- 
rant jelly, and return to the oven. 
Serve it with a currant-mint 
sauce, made by seasoning currant 
jelly with finely cho fresh 
mint leaves, adding a little hot wa 
ter to dissolve jelly.

MONTREAT, N. C., May 25— 
(P)—Dr. Charles L. King, pastor 
of First Presbyterian church in 
Houston, Texas, was electec mod- 
erator of the general assembly of 
the Southern Presbyterian church 
tonight. 

He was elected or. the third bal- 
lot with a vote of 156 to 142 for 
Dr. James Luther Fowle, pastor 
of First Presbyterian church at 
Chattanooga, Tenn. 

Dr. King, born at Covington, 
Ga., in 1892, was graduated from 
Davidson College with an A. B. 
degree, and later was graduated 
from Union Theological Seminary 
at Richmond, Va. He was ordain- 
ed by East Hanover (Va.) pres- 
bytery in 1919 and became pastor 
of Gray’s Covenant church, Rich- 
mond, serving there until 1932 
when he became pastor in Hous- 
ton. 

Dr. Donald W. Richardson, of 
Richmond, Va. told the general as- 
sembly of the Presbyterian church 
in the United States that the gos- 
pel was “the only message that can 
solve the problems of humanity.” 

Preaching the assembly’s open- 
ing sermon as the retiring mod- 
erator, Dr. Richardson said that 
the only hope for the making of 
better men and a better world 
was recapture of the faith of the 
early church in the saving power 
of Christ. 

The preacher, a member of the 
faculty of Union, Theological Sem- 
inary, deplored what he referred 
to as the present drift into a 
philosophy which places emphasis 
on work and humanity, and urged 
instead that the Bible be made 
a “living force,” in which event, 
he predicted that the world would 
“blossom like the rose,” and the 
land would “flow with the milk 
and honey of the gospel.” 

The assembly is scheduled to 
hold three sessions a day until 
next Wednesday when adjourn- 
ment is expected.

Ward Officials 
Called ‘Polite’ 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(4)— 
The man who seized the Mont- 
gomery Ward plant in Chicago for 
the government testified today 
that company officials, “always 
courteous,” opposed the action be- 
cause they were seeking to “estab- 
lish and maintain” their legal 
rights. 

Wayne Chatfield Taylor, under- 
secretary of commerce and former 
Chicago investment banker, told 
the house committee investigating 
the seizure how he took possession 
of the property, but failed to ob- 
tain any “co-operation” from Sew- 


ell Avery, chairman of the board, 
and other officials of the firm. 

“They were extremely courteous 
but when it came to carrying out 
the terms of the order there sim- 
ply was no co-operation,” Taylor 
remarked. 

He said he had known Avery 
personally for 20 years and had 
urged him to accept the dictum 
of the government, laid down by 
presidential order after the com- 
pany defied a War Labor Board 
directive. 

“I got the impression at all 
times that Mr. Avery wished to do 
whatever was necessary to estab- 
lish and maintain his legal rights,” 
Taylor continued. 


Taylor said he did not contem- 
plate ordering troops into the 
plant in the beginning, but that he 
finally did so upon the advice of 
Secretary of Commerce Jesse 
Jones, Attorney General Biddle 
and Undersecretary of War Patter- 
son, 

It was Biddle, he said, who 
“advised” that the step was neces- 
sary after Avery refused to recog- 
nize the authority of U. S. mar- 
shals.

Tuberculosis 


Tests Given 628 


Health-minded residents of 
Clark Howell and Techwood 
Homes and residents of the sur- 
rounding community are insuring 
themselves against the ravages of 
tuberculosis by submitting to tu- 
berculin tests arranged in a co-op- 
erative campaign by the Atlanta 
Tuberculosis Association, the city 
and state health departments and 
the parent-teacher organizations 
of Williams and Luckie street 
schools. 

In one day—May 22—628 per- 
sons, men, women and children, 
underwent the tests, and last night 
officials were rechecking those 
whose examinations showed a 
trace of the dreaded germ. 

There are 1,234 families, or 
about 4,300 persons in the two 
housing projects, and Peter M. 
Lynch, housing manager, and his 
aides sent circulars out to all fam- 
ilies urging them to take advan- 
tage of the free examinations. 

Preceding the tests, Dr. James 
F. Hackney, djrector of the city 
health department, and Dr. C. C. 
Aven, chairman of the medical 
staff of the Atlanta Tuberculosis 
Association, gave addresses stress- 
ing the importance of insuring 
good health through periodic 
physicals examination. 

The Tuberculosis Association 
has maintained a corps of techni- 
cians at the Health Center, 122 
Merritts avenue, N. W., to assist 
Mrs. Audrey Henson, city nurse in 
charge, in handling the unusual 
demands made on the center.

Bulgars Said Resisting 


Five German Divisions 


LONDON, May 25.—(#)—Five German divisions transferred from 
Gerbia were reported in an unconfirmed dispatch from the Istanbul 

wspaper La Turquie tonight to have met resistance when they 
aie tempted to take over civil administration of Bulgaria. 


With only two Nazi divisions 
known to have been stationed in 
Bulgaria, the reinforcements were 
said to have arrived last Saturday. 
The dispatch did not bring out 
whether the Germans actually had 
seized control. 

Relations between Russia and 
Bulgaria were obviously tense as 
Moscow sought, prior to the com- 
ing offensives on the eastern front, 
to dissuade the Nazis’ tired Slavic 
satellite from giving further help 
to Germany. 

The Moscow radio broadcast an 
article from the official newspaper 
lzvestia accusing Bulgarian au- 
thorities of “pushing their country 
tewards the brink of a national 
catastrophe” and a report from 
Ankara, Turkey, said Russia had 


|set tonight as a deadline for Bul- 
garia to cut loose from Hitler. 

The penalty for Bulgaria con- 
tinuing to aid the Germans would 
be a severance'‘of relations with 
the Soviet, according to the An- 
kara report. Although the little 
Balkan kingdom, freed from Tur- 
key by the Czars, is at war with 
Britain and the United States, she 
has remained at peace with Russia 
because of the close blood ties of 
the two countries. 

There was no confirmation here 
of an ultimatum by the Soviets, 
but in Washington diplomats ex-
